Message of Governor Was Re- 
ceived and Was Read in the 
Senate—Some Lively Fights 
for Minor Offices in the 
House — Real Work Begins

The legislature of 1909-1910 began 
its work at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning, when Secretary Charles 35. 
Northen, of the senate, and Clerk John 
T. Boilfeuillet, of the house, called the 
two branches of the general assembly 
to order. 

The two houses 
form, received a message 
from the retiring governor, appointed 
a joint committee of the two houses 
to arrange the details for the inaugu- 
ration of a new governor on Saturday, 
set 11 o'clock Thursday as the time 
for the consolidation of the vote for 
governor and state house officers, and 
by 1 o'clock both houses had ad- 


journed. 
The message of Governor Smith was 
the senate, but was not 


reached in the house. 

John M. Slaton, of the Thirty-fifth 
district, was chosen as president of 
the senate, and Julian B. McCurry, of 
the Thirty-first, as president pro tem. 

In the house, John N. Holder, of 
Jackson, was elected as speaker, and 
R. N. Hardeman, of Jefferson, as 
speaker pro tem. Both received 161 
votes, being ali that were cast. 

Centests in the House. 

The omly contests in the house were 
for the positions of doorkeeper and 
messenger. D. T. Paulk, of Ben Hill, 
was élected messenger; receiving 133 
votes to 11 for W. J. Prestan, of Jas- 
per, and 18 for J. H. Pittman, of Ful- 
ton. 

Two roll calls were necessary to de- 
cide the race for doorkeeper. W.. T. 
Morris. of Talbot, was elected on the 
second roll call, receiving 112 out of 
a total of 164 votes. 

Mrs. lL. H. Ledsinger, of Meri- 
wether, was named as postmistress by 
the speaker. Rev. M. H. Eakes, of 
Morgan was elected as chaplain of 
the house. 

The galleries of the house held a 
lar@e sprinkling of visitors during the 
session. Representative Holder was 
cheered by the galleries as he took 
the oath of office as a legislator and 
‘received a beautiful bouquet of flowers 
following his election as speaker.

How House Organized. 

Clerk John ‘T. Boifeuillet called the 
house to order at 1 o'clock and Gen- 
eral Clement A. Evans offered an in- 
vocation. 

The roll of counties was then called 
‘by Reading Clerk D. F. McClatchy, 
Jr. and the members-elect came for- 
ward and took the oath administered 
by Chief Justice William H. Fish, of 
the supreme court of Georgia. 

When Jackson county was called 
and Representative 
came forward to take the oath, there 
Was applause in the galleries. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony 
of taking the oath, Joe Hill Hall was 
recognized and placed in nomination 
for speaker John N. Holder, of Jack- 
son. _ The nomination was seconded by 
Roland Bilis, of Bibb, who recently 
retired from the race for speaker, and 
by the following other representa- 
tives: Alexander, of DeKalb; Ander- 
son, of Chatham; Slade, of Muscogee; 
Barrett, of Stephens: McMichael, of 
Marion; Reid, of Campbell. 

The clerk announced that Hon. Jobn 
N. Holdér had received 161 votes, the 
total number cast, and appointed the 
following committee to escort the 
speaker to the chair: Mr. Ellis, of 
Bibb; Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, and 
Mr. Slade, of Muscogee.

READY FOR WORK 


Slaton Is President and 
Northen Secretary. 


Organization Perfected, Off- 
cers Elected, Gov. Smith No- 
-tified and His Message Re- 
ceived and Read — Position 
of Doorkeeper Only Contest. 


Georgia’s senate of 1909-10 was or- 
ganized yesterday morning by the 
election of officers, following which 
Governog Smith was notified and 
transmitted his final message to that 
body, which heard it read just before 


adjournment.

A committee was appointed to ar- 
range for the inauguration of the gov- 
ernor-elect next Saturday; the gov- 
ernor’s message Wag read, and the sen- 
ate adjournedg until today. 

Called te Order by Secretary. 

The senate was called to order at {0 
o'clock by Secretary Charles S. 
Northen, and opened with prayer by 
the blind chaplain, Dr. J. W. G. Wat- 
Kins, of College Park, who has been 
chaplain of the senate for the last 
fifteen years. 

The members of the senate were 
then “sworn in, the oath being admin- 
istered by Presiding Judge B. H. Hill, 
of the ste ; court of appeals. Two sen- 
ators whe u.rrived late, J. S. Ward, Jr., 
of the seventh and W. H. Burwell of 
the twentieth, were sworn in by Judge 
Arthur G. Powell, of the court of ap- 
peals. 

The senate then proceeded to or- 
ganize by the election of president 
and other officers. 

Slaton Chosen President. 

Senator Slaton was placed in nomi- 
nation for president of the senate by 
Senator J. D. Price, of the twenty- 
seventh, who paid high tribute to Mr. 
Slaton as a presiding officer. Having 
served in the house with him as speak- 
er, Senator Price said, he was qualified 
to apeak upon this point, and was glad 
to place in nomination a man-who pre- 
sided with such eminent falrness and 
ability.

ability. Those seconding the nomina- 
tion were Senators Akin of the fourth, 
Calloway of the tenth, Jackson of the 
twenty-first, Longley of the thirty- 
seventh, Morris of the eighteenth, 
Matthews of the twenty-third, Perry 
of the thirty-third, Rudicil of the 
forty-secong and Slater of the first. 

Forty-one votes were cast for Sen-’ 
ator Slaton as president, and Secretary 
Northen, upon motion, appointed Sen- 
ators Gordy, Akin and Morris a com- 
mittee to escort the newly electeg pre- 
siding officer to the chair. 

President Slaton spoke earnestly and 
eloquently, in thanking the members 
of the senate for this unanimous elec- 
tion. He said: 

President Slaton’s Speech. 


“Senators of Georgia: I thank you 
for the confidence this unanimous 
election signifies. I promise to you 
the only return you demand—my ut- 
meost* efforts to discharge the duties 
of the position and to impartially en- 
force such rules of procedure as you 
may establish. Experience has dem- 
onstrated the wisdom and necessity of 
parliamentary laws for the control of 
legislative assemblies, and while their 
— may sometimes irritate, their 
bsence would be followed by infinitely 
more harmful results. Their wise ¢n- 
forcement insures to every cause a4 
hearing and affords a safeguard 
against hasty and ill-considered ac-+ 
tion. 

“The very existence of this body ig 
one. of the checks devised by our fore- 
fathers to insure due sonsideratien in 
s0 momentous and far-reaching a pow- 
er as law-making. 

“With us passion and excitement 
have no place. The spectacular and 
dramatic belong to other halis. Our 
labors call for the highest and noblest 
within us, and for the exercise of that 
intelligence whose fruits may bear the 
test of criticism, long after we have 
paksed away. . 

“Through many a century of sac- 
rifice we have inherited the principles 
of government which it is our duty to 
recognize and enforce. The functions 
of government are comparatively few. 
Beyond those duties, its Interference 
with the legitimate exercise of the 
energies of a people can only result In 
disaster. If the laws are made to ap- 
ply to all alike and the burdens of 
government are equally distributed, no 
citizen can complain of the rewards 
which come to industry, honesty, thrift 
and intelligence, which have always. 
won the victories of life. With the 
strict heed that we shall always follow 
principle and not expediency, with the 
consciousness that experience rather 
than theory is the lamp by which our 
feet must be guided, trust we may 
conclude our ser‘se with the know!l- 
edge that our sta» is the better for 
our labors. of 


Caution as to Appropriations. . 

“Every dollar which we expend must 
be- taken from the toil of citizens, and 
while it is to appropriate we 
must remember that the seque]) may 
be the sale at the sheriff's hammer.

Miss Maggie McDermott Kept 
in Bushes by Negro: for 


Nearly Hout 


BLOODHOWNDS ARE PUT 


Four Suspects Are Arrested 
and Released When Miss 
McDermott Fails to Identify 
Them — Description of the 
Negro Given by 
Officers Busy on Case. 


While walking along Davis street, 
directly opposite the Davis street pow- 
er plant of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, last evening, Miss 
Maggie McDermott, 17 vyvears of age, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. M. P. Me- 
Dermott, of 350 Simpson atreet, was 
attacked by a young negro man, 
choked and dragged into the bushes 
and brutally ase 2d. The negro es- 
caped, and the young lady made her 
way home and told the story. Blouwd- 
hounds were put on the trail several 
hours after the crime. 

Four negro suspects were arrested 
by the police officers and taken be- 
fore Miss McDermott, but ghe failed to 
identify them, and they were set free. 
Other-arrests are expected to follow. 

Choked With Bandanna. 

Miss McDermott had been to 
on a shopping tour, and when she ap- 
proached Thurmond street, a quarter 
of a mile from her home, it was very 
dark. As she came to the high fence 
bounding the plant’s property and en- 
closing the raservoir, she was con- 


town 


Rer by the throat, choking her almost 
into insensibllity with a red bandanna 
hendkerchief, and dragging her down 
a steep path into the bushes, at the 
same time warning her not to scream 
on penalty of her life. 

According to the young lady, he 
kept her captive for about an hour, as 
nearly as she could judge, seizing her 
by the hair and repeatedly threatening 
her life should she scream or dare to 
tell. 

Faint and almost hysterical, Miss 
McDermott managed to reach home, 
stopping first at the residence of Mrs. 
Baker, on Simpson street, a short dis- 
tance from her home, and telling Mrs. 
Baker of the affair. 

Bloodhounds on the Scere. 

The police were communicated with, 
Call Officers Bentley and Barfield and 
Sergeant Luck and Officers Posey and 
Roberts answering, and Dr. R. N. 
Weaver, of 75 Jones avenue, was sum- 
moned. The doctor found Miss Mc- 
Dermott suffering from a severe ner- 
vous shock, but able to tell of the af- 
fair. Her throat was baély bruised. 

The handkerchief which the negro 
used was found on the scene and was 
taken in charge by the officers. The 
young lady said the negro was of me- 
dium height, about 30 years old, 
dressed in fF ack or dark clothes, a 
green hat, White shirt and long shirt- 
sleeves. He wore a small mustache. 
The description was taken ,by Puvwiice 
Captain Beavers and Detec#ves Bul- 
lard and Black. Miss Dermott’s 
white waist and black skirt, mud-be- 
smeared,’ were kept at the home. . 

At 10 o'clock Deputy Sheriff Duna- 
gan came from the jail with a blood- 
hound and the dog was put on the 
trail. Tracks werg seen in the mud. 
Efforts to reach County O@icer Shock- 
ley, to secure his dogs, failed for a 
couple of hours. 

Miss McDermott is the daughter of 
M. P. McDermott, a stereotyper. She 
is quite pretty and of the blonde type.

Puryear From Tennessee. 


Columbus, Ohio, June 23.—W. R: 
Puryear, aged 29, a machinist in the 
engineering department of the Ohio 
State university, this afternoon shot 
his wife, Mrs. Clara Puryear, five years 
his junior shot and killed his brother- 
in-law, Fred West, aged .29, and then 
committed suicide as two policemen 
rushed into the Puryear home to put 
out a fire which Puryear had started 
to destroy the house. Mrs. Puryear is 
in a hospital, ang will recover. 

Puryear left a note, addressed to his 
mother, Mrs. M. M. Puryear, Franklin, 
Tenn., and his brother-in-law, H. C. 
Scruggs, Nashville, Tenn., in which he 
said his wife had been unfaithful, ane 
that he “was correcting her when her 
brother heard us fussing and ran in 
and shot me in the shoulder. I fired 
at him, and Clara joined in, taking his 
Part. I shot at both of them to save 
myself, ang now I am shut up in this 
house ready to kill myself rather than 
face the disgrace.” 

At the hospital the wife declared her 
husband had fired first at her; that 
her brother then had shot at Puryear, 
who turned upon West and shot him. 
When policemen were mounting a 
stairway to the attic of the house, 
where Puryear had taken refuge, he 
fired upon them, and one officer had a 
close call. Neighborg think Puryear 
Was mentally deranged. Mrs. Puryear 
was graduated from the Ohio State 
university a year ago, and bears an 
excellent character.

Reed Puryear, who shot his wife and 
killed his brother-in-law and himself 
at Columbus, Ohio, this afternoon. was 
a son of Mrs. Mary Puryear, of Frank- 
lin, Tenn. H. C. Scruggs, of Nashville, 
a brother-in-law of Puryear, left to- 
night for Columbus to bring the re- 
mains to Franklin for interment.

LUMBER DUTY BACKED 
DY MANY DEMOCRATS 


Senator Bacon One of Those 
Voting for the Duty, While 
Senator Clay Opposed It. 
Duty on Pineapples Is In- 
creased, While the Duty om 
Coal Is Lowered. 


Washington, D, C., June 23.—In ung 
expectedly short order the senate to- 
day took up and disposed of the lum- 
ber schedule, and then, entering upon 
the discussion of pineapples, put be- 
hind it the provision regulating the 


| rates of duty on that article.

Calling up the tariff bill immediately 
after convening at 10 o’clock, Mr. Ald- 
rich asked that the lumber schedule 
should receive first attention. He had 
no sooner taken his seat than Sena- 
tor McCumber, who in the interest of 
the treeless northwest has been a per- 
sistent advocate 6f free lumber, arose 
and presented an amendment reducing 
the finance committee’s rate of $1.50 
per thousand on sawed lumber to the 
house rate of $1 per thousand. This 
was generally recognized as a test 
proposition, as sawed lumber has been 
the bone of contention from the begin- 
ning.

Duty On Pineapples Advanced. 

The sailing was not so smooth when 
it came to pineapples. The contention 
in this connection was for higher 
rates: and came from Democratic 
sources. The objectors in this case 
were Senators Taliaferro and Fletcher, 
of Florida. The house had fixed a 
duty of eight cents per cubic foot on 
pineapples in barrels and of $8 per 
thousand, but the senate committee on 
finance reduced this rate to seven 
cents and $7 respectively, thus restor- 
ing the provisions of the Dingley law. 

Mr. Taliaferro presented an amend- 
ment restoring the house rate of $8 
per thousand, but changing the other 
portions of the prdévision s0 as to re- 
quire the payment of haalf a cent @& 
pound for pineapples in bulk. The 
contention was for and against this 
increase ,and the fight was mainly 
between the Florida senators, repre- 
senting a pineapple-producing state, 
and Senators Smith and Rayner, of 
Maryland, in whose state there are 
large pineapple canning - estabiish- 
ments. Disavowirg all championship 
of the canners, the Maryland senators 
made a strenuous fight On general 
principles against the increase of the 
duty. In the course of his remarks 
Mr. Rayner charged.the Republican 
party with bad faith in promising to 
lower tariff duties. , 

After a debate extending over about 
four hours’ time the Taliaferro amend- 
ment was adopted, 34 to 30. This was 
a defeat for the finance committee, but 
the amendment was not strenuously 
resisted by the committee, and sev- 
eral of tts members voted for it.

Gas Explosion in Penn- 
sylvania Coal Mine. 
Explosion Due -to Ignition of 
Pocket of Gas by an Open 


Lamp of a Miner — All but 
One of Those Killed Were 


Foreigners. 


Wehrum, Pa,, June 23.—As the re- 
sult of an. explosion of gas in Mine 
No. 4, of the Lackawanna Ceal and 
Coke Company, shortly after 7 o’clock 
this morning, seventeen miners were 
killed and sixteen injured. With one 
exception, those killed were foreign- 
ers. With few exceptions, those in- 
jured were Americans. 

Twelve of the more seriously § in- 
jured were taken to Spangler Hospi- 
tal. It was stated that all would 
probably recover. 

Superintendent A, M. Johnson said 
tonight that while ‘the mine has al- 
ways been regarded. as non-gaseous, 
the explosion was due to the ignition 
of a pocket of gas by the open lamp 
of a miner. ‘ 

“The mine has been so free from 
gas for the past six years,” said the 
superintendent, “that the state in- 
spectors have permitted the use of 
open lamps.” 

Grouped about the slope entrance of 
the mine just before the explosion 
were several Italians. When the ter- 
rific subterranean upheaval of rock 
and deadly gas spouted skyward, these 
Italians were cavght. Terribly burned 
and maimed, they rushed about’ the 
settlement crying for aid. The cries 
and sound of hissing mine gas at 
the entrance of the mine brought the 
entire town to the scene. 

The first man to reach the surface 
was A. L. Johnson, son of the super- 
intendent. There were burns on his 
arms, body and neck, and tonight it 
was stated he had inhaled flames. He 
is one of the few very seriously in- 
jured. 

Superintendent Johnson called for 
volunteers to enter the mine. Several 
women Offered to go, but these were 
ordered back. With wet handker- 
chiefs tied over their faces, the first 
squad of the relief party started down 
the shaft. Of the eight who start- 
ed, Tour came back conscious. The 
others were pulled to the surface with 
ropes. A second and a third party 
entered, only to be driven back by the 
deadly gases.

All the 100 Sections Are 
Adopted. 


Revision’ Committee Will Meet 

® Again on Call of Chairman 
to Adopt Proposed. Charter 
as a Whole — Some Impor- 
tant Changes Made. 


The charter revision on committee 
finished with the 100 sections of the 
proposed new charter for Atlanta yes- 
terday afternoon, and adjourned sub- 
ject to the call of the chairman in 
order to give a subcommittee of three 
time to redraft the entire charter as 
edopted in sections. 

The committee made radical changes 
in some of the sections that had been 
previously adopted. 

Section 4 was amended to prevent 
“single-shots" at primary elections, 
and provides that each voter shall 
vote for as many candidates as are 
running for office. 

Section 30 was amended on motion 
of W. T. Winn so as to provide for 
the election by the mayor and counell 
of a chief sanitary inspector, who had 
been left out. 

There were twenty-eight members 
of the committee present, and this 
number dwindled down to twenty-one 
Dy the time of adjournment. 

Captain James -W. English tried to 
get an amendment adopted which re- 
quired persons sueing the city to give 
notice within sixty days after being 
injured. He withdrew the amendment 
on advice of the city attorney, and 
substituted a resolution calling upon 
the mayor and general council and the 
Fulton county representatives in the 
legislature to pass a general law pro- 
viding for a sixty days’ notice to all 
cities when suit is about to be brought. 

New Sections Adopted. 

The following sections of the pro- 
posed charter were taken up and 
adopted 

Section 73, requiring all persons who 
have claims against the city to first 
present them before entering suit. 

Section 74, providing a perpetual 
charter and fund of $175,000 and in- 
creasing it $10,000 a year until it 
reaches $275,000. 

Section 75, giving the mayor and 
council the right to borrow as much 
as $400,000 in one year. 

Section 76, allowing guardians and 
trustees of estates to invest funds in 
Atlanta bonds. 

Section 77, providing for the qualifi- 
cation of voters. 

Section 78, providing for an exami- 
nation into the business workings of 
the city by the mayor and counclil. 

Section 79, providing that if an offi- 
cial accepts a second office, the act 
shall he ipse facto his resignation from 
the first office. 

Section 80, providing for 
tions of city officials. 

Section 81, prohibiting officials from 
receiving fees with their salaries. 

Section 82, regulating salaries, 

Sectior 83, requiring all city 

tménts to be in writing. 

Section 84, requiring that 
officials be ma@fle and filed. 

Section 85, substituting the mayor 
and council and heads of departments 
for city boards. 

Section 86, prohibiting the sale of 
parks without a vote of the people. 

Must Be No Encroachments. 

Section 87, preventing the alder- 
manic board from encroaching upon 
the powers of the mayor and council. 

Section 88, limiting appropriations 
of departments. 

Section 89, enforcing the G¢ollections 
of assessments for public work. 

Section 90, defining the duties and 
powers of the marshal. 

Section $1, giving the city power to 
transfer to contractors executions for 
public work. 

Section 92, requiring the superior 
court to give precedence to cases from 
the city when suit is brought for the 
col.ection of assessments. 

Section 93, giving the executive de- 
partment the power to exercise control 
of pyblic service corporations. 

Section 94, to allow the city to as- 
sess citizens the cost of meters. 

Section 95, giving the city the right 
to own public service plants. 

Section 96, calling upon the city at- 
torney to supervise all ordinances 
adopted by the board of aldermen. 

Section 97, requiring the city attor- 
mney to rédraft the new charter before 
it is presented to the legislature. 

Section 98, permitting the board of 
aldermen to declare vacancies when 
officials absent themselves as long as 
thirty days without a good excuse. 

Section 99, providing that before any 
new charter amendments can be se- 
cured by, the city both the mavor and 
eouncil and the board of aldermen 
must concur. 

Section 100, making the first 
tion under the new charter on the 
first Wednesday in December, 1910, 
and the charter operative on January 
ae BSS.

Other Officers Elected. 

Charles 8S. Northen, of Atlanta, who 
has for years ably filled the position 
of secretary of the senate, was placed 
in nomination for that office by Sena- 
tor Mathews, of the twenty-third, sec- 
onded by Senator Rutherford, of the 
twenty-second and others. He was 
elected by the unanimous vote of the 
senate. 

Nominated by Senator Rutherford 
and seconded by Senators Irwin, Price, 
Longley, Calloway, of the twenty- 
ninth, and others, Senator Julian B. 
McCurry, of the thirty-first, was unan- 
Imousliy elected president pro tem. of 
the senate. Senator McCurry was 
highly complimented by several of the 
speakers. Senator Morris, of the 
eighteenth, said he had scarcely been 
elected when he received about 6500 
letters from classmates and friends of 
Julian McCurry urging his support. 

Flynn Hargett, of Harris and Mus- 
cogee counties, who has long served 
in that position, was elected messen- 
mer of the senate without opposition 
and by unanimous vote. 

I. J. Stevens, of Coweta, was elected 
doorkeeper over H. H. Stevens, of 
Hall, by a vote of 27 to 16. This was 
the only contest before the senate, 
and it had evidentl ybeen fought out 
before the senate met. Mr. Stevens, of 
Coweta, Was declared elected door- 
keeper for the ensuing two Years. 

Dr. J. W. G. Watkins, of the Metho- 
dist church at College Park. was nom- 
inated for chaplain of the senate by 
a committee of three, composed of 
Senators Gordy, Burwell and Stevens, 
appointed to make a nomination, and 
he was wunanhimously elected to that 
office. Dr. Watkins is known as’ the 
blind chaplain of the Georgia senate, 
a position which he has filled since 
1894, 


Ready For Business. 

Upon motion of Senator Day, the 
house of représentatives was notified 
that the senate was organized and 
ready for business. 

In order to economize time while 
waiting to hear from the house, the 
senators drew their seats, a resolution 
first having been passed permitting 
Senators Day, of the forty-first: Rudi- 
cill, of the forty-second; Longley, of 
the thirty-seventh, and Wood, of the 
forty-fourth, to select their seats be- 
fore the drawing, this being ‘an act 
of courtesy on account of age, long 
legisiative experience, or both. They 
took the seats in front and nearest 
the speaker's desk. Other senators 
chose their seats as their nar:es were 
drawn from a hat and called out. 

Upon receipt of notice that the house 
was organized and ready for busi- 
ness, the senate adopted a joint reso- 
lution by Senator Day providing for 
the appointment of a committee of two 
from the senate and three from the 
house to notify the governor that the 
General assembly was in session and 
ready for business. President Slaton 
named on this committee Senators 
Lay and Burwell. 

Getting Ready For Inauguration. 

The senate adopted a joint resolu- 
tion by Senator Gordy, providing for 
a joint session of house and senate to- 
day at 11 o'clock, to open, canvass and 
count the vote for governor and other 
state house officers, and to declare the 
result in each case, 

Following the adoption of a joint 
resolution by Senator Calloway, of the 
twenty-ninth, providing for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of three 
from the senate and five from the 
house to arrange for the inauguration 
of the governor-elect. President Slaton 
appointed the following on the part of 
the senate: Senators Calloway, of the 
twenty-ninth; Rudicill and Morris. 
This committee will arrange the de- 
tails in connection with the inaugura- 
tion and report to both houses. 

Upon motion of Senator Jackson the 
senate adopted the rules of the last 
senate to be used until such time as 
new rules are made by the present 
senate. 

After hearing the governor's mes- 
sage read the senate adjourned until 
10 o'clock this morning.

It is difficult to understand the preference that seems to exist in cers 
tain official quarters for a tax upon the net earnings of corporations as a 
source of revenue to the federal] government, rather than for the income 
tax which, logically, appears to be the fairer and more reasonable of 
the two. ; 

A tax upon corporations singles out one class, and while it may be 
legally justified, it fails to reach a numerous class which should, in all 
equity and fairness, bear its proportion of the expenses of government. 


The income tax, on the other hand, is both a corporation tax and a

cannot reasonably and justly be exempted from the same contribution to. 


the support of government that is imposed upon the corporation. 

The income tax-reaches the income both of the corporation and of the 
individual in like proportion; and there are cases. in which the dorpora- 
tion and the private individual may be engaged in the same line of busi- 
ness, from which they derive approximately the same income. 

Consider for a moment the priyate bank and the bank operating under 
State or national charter; the wholesale or retail dry goods firm engaged 
in business under state charter and that under private individual manage- 
ment; or, differentiating somewhat, the incorporated cotton mill and the 
individual owner of largely productive real estate. “ 

Both are protected by the state and the nationa, goverament to prac- 
tically. the same extent. ; 

The private banker may have an ingome as large, or larger, than that. 
of the incorporated bank/in the next’ block; the net profits of the dry 
goods man may be equal to or greater than those of the dry goods com- 
pany; the individual owner of real estate may derive vastly more income 
from it than does the chartered company from the operations of its cot- 
ton mill. 

The proposed corporation tax reaches only the one; the income tax 
reaches both and is equal in its operation as against the corporation and 
the individua] with like income. 

Without questioning either the legality or the justice of the tax on 
the net profits of corporations, it is apparent that the income tax must ap- 
peal more strongly to a sense of fairness, as reaching both the corporation, 
whatever may be its nature, and the individual who, in many instances, is, 
perhaps, engaged in the same line of business and derives from it approxi- 
mately the same profits. 

And this view becomes the stronger when it is consideréd that we are 
dealing with a federal and not a state tax. 

The federal government does no more for the corporation than it does 
for the individual; both receive equally of its benefits and its protection 
and both should bear in equal proportion its burdens. 

The proposed corporation tax exempts all net profits under $5,000 an- 
nually; similar exemption is proposed in connection with the income tax, 
and both corporation and individual whose earnings do not exceed the 
prescribed figure would come within the exemption. 

Would it not be more just, therefore, to say that every person, whether 
corporation or individual, whose net income is in excess of $5,000 a year, 
Or whatever other figure might be determined upon as the proper une, 
should pay a certain tax for the support of the federal government, pro- 
portioned to the amount of such income? 

The government is compelled to have a certain amount of revenue to 
meet its expenses. If 2 per cent on the net profits of corporations would 
give it the amount needed from this source, it may be assumed that by 
levying a properly proportioned tax on al] incomes above the exemption, 
a mucb szmaller average percentage would produce the desired result with- 
out making the burden unduly heavy upon any particular class. 

From whatever standpoint it may be viewed, therefore, the income tax 
appeals to reason and justice as eminently the fairer of the two proposi- 
tions. 

To sum up: 

1. The income tax operates against no particular class, but reaches all 
alike. ; 

2. Imposition of a properly proportioned incqme tax would result in 
the levying of a much smaller tax against each person and corporation 
than if the tax were imposed upon corporations alone. 

These facts should appeal to congress in its consideration of revenue 
tax proposals

MUST HAVE NEW LAW 
TO DISPOSE OF ESTATE 


Under Georgia Enactments Ab- 
sence of Heir Makes It 
Impossible. 


Anniston, Ala., June 23.—(Special.) 
The prolonged and unaccountable ab- 
sence of a brother, Theodore A, Kline, 
together with the inadequacy of the 
Georgia law, has caNed Attorney 
Charies D. Kline, of this city, to At- 
lanta for the purpose of fathering a 
bill through the Georgia legislature 
which will enable him to dispose of a 
$6,000 home at Macon, a heritage of 
his father, the late T. D. Kline, gen- 
eral manager of the Central of Geor- 
gia. 

When T. D. Kline died be. left his 
rroperty to his immediate héirs in the 
form of a trust. One of these was 
Theodore A. Kline, a son, who has 
been out of communication witb the 
other members of his family for a 
period of twelve years. This son was 
willed a sixth interest in the Macon 
property, which the other heirs now 
desire to sell, but his unaccountable 
whereabouts makes this impracticable 
under existing laws. 

It seems that in case T. A. Kline be 
dead, which is believed probable, his 
devisees, should he have left a will, 
would not be affected by the legal no- 
tice of sale, and it is said that there is 
no law extant in the statutes of Geor- 
gia under which his heirs or devisees 
can be served conjointly. It is said 
that under the present Georgia law 
heirs of a property holder ~must be 
named individually if they would be 
affected by a legal notice of sale, and 
it is said to be with a view of provid- 
ing against these hindrances that Mr. 
Kline will petition for the new law. 

In case the law is enacted the prop- 
erty will be sold and a sixth interest 
deposited to the credit of the missing 
man, who already has a snug deposit 
in a local bank as a part of the for- 
tune left by his father. 


NO THOUGHT OF DYING,

BUT GOVERNOR IS SILENT 
AS TO CHAIRMAN M’LENDOR 


Port Rate Decision a Disap- 
pointment to Him—Recom- 
mends a Single Head for the 
Prison Commission—He Says 
Borrowing Power of the Ex- 
ecutive Should Be Increased 
to $600,000, 


Governor Hoke Smith's. farewell 
message to the general assembly was 
presented to both houses yesterday as 
soon as they were organized, but was 
read only in the senate, the house de 
ferring the reading until today on ac- 
count of a lack of time. 

Interest was keen in the reading of 
the message in the senate, and ears 
were cocked to catch, if possible, some 
reference to the action of Chairman 8. 
G. McLendon in voting against port 
rates. 

But about all Governor Smith said 
in this particular connection was that 
the action of the commission adverse 
port rates was a “great disap- 
pointment” to him.

“The control of railroads which re 
the ports of Georgia by saliseane 
stretching north and west from the 
state has eaused a natural desire upon 
their part to divert freight from the 
ports and to force it over their lon 
rail lines. An influence has existed 
for years to keep the rates to and from 
the Georgia ports so high that trans- 
portation through the perts would be 
hindered, and that the long rail lines 
north and west would do the carrying 
for the people of Georgia. 

‘The eame thing which applies ta 
Georgia with reference to the control 
of railroads reaching to .t ports by 
parties interested in vasteagae stretch. 
ing north and west applies to the 
states adjoining Georgia. Our whole

“I have urged that freight rates to 
and from the ports of Georgia should 
be fixed solely upon the basis of rea- 
sonable compensation to the local ecar~ 
rier, uninfluenced by the interests of 
railroads outside of the state.

This argument 
applies to very few factories, and the 
state cannot be enriched by high 
freight rates intended to make a pro- 
tective freight tariff for a few facto- 
ries at the expense of buyers. 

“Why should many people be required 
to pay more than a fair price for what 
they have carried by railroads to help 
a few manufacturers grow rich? 

‘Take as an alllustration cotton ties. 
Should all the farmers of the state 
pay more for their ties, to help make 
profits for one plant in Georgia which 
manufactures cotton ties, especially 
when that plant does not manufacture 
one-tenth of the cotton ties used in 
the state? 

“The action of the railroad commis- 
sion on the 18th inst., in declining any 
reduction in rates' from the ports on 
the commodities then under consider- 
ation was a great disappointment. 
Messra. Candler and Hill ably support- 
ed reductions, but the three other com- 
missioners decided against them. My 
confidence in the justice of lower port 
rates is not shaken. They musé¢ even- 
tually be forced by the commission to 
the great benefit of the people of the 
state.” 


Italicae Wfthout McLendon. 

The governor discusses the increased 
freight rates from the west and the 
fight made to keep them down. In 
thig connection he says in italics:

Frequently 
those most deserving of clemency are 
without friends and without /money, 
and we should see to it that they are 
not forgotten. 

“Tl regret tha’ I heve not had facili- 
ties for the examinationof the cases of 
more convicts. If General Evans had 
been free to give his entire time to 
‘his work, with my confidence in his 
loftv character, his kindness an4 his 
firmness. I feel sure I could have ob- 
taired the facts upcen which I would 
have discharged a number of addition- 
al convicts.”

' Killarney, Ireland, June 23.—A large 
row. boat, carrying five American and 
four English tourists and four Irish 
boatmen, was swamped in a gale while 
crossing Lower Killarney Lake this 
afternoon.

The boat was a four-oared craft 
used for taking visitors about the 
lake. Most of the passengers were 
guests at the Great Southern hotel. 

The party started out this morning 
sight-seeing. When the lower lake 
was reached, it was found that a 
héavy wind -from the northwest was 
blowing. Several other b@ts that 
had started over the same / /urse put 
back. 
began to be felt cencerning the boat, 
wifich had continued on the course, 
and searchers who put out when the 
wind had died down a little discovered 
her overturned with two of the boat- 
men clinging to the Keel. 

The Rev. Mr. Barton and two.of the 
boatmen could be seen in the distance, 
supported by an oar, but they sank 
before the rescuers could reach them. 
The others already had disappeared.

MUST CARRY OUT 
DEED’S CONDITIONS 


So Rules Supreme Court in the 
Case of Mrs. Williams, Try- 
ing to Recover Property. 


if a doting grandfather deeds a 
piece of property to a beloved grand- 
daughter on condition that she shall 
minister to him and support him for 
the term of his natural life, it weuld 
be well for the grantee to observe the 
terms of the contract, particularly if 
she cares ta keep the property. 

This moral and legal fact was 
stressed by Judge Evans, of the su- 
preme court of Georgia, in an opin- 
ion of that court handed down Wed- 
nesday. 

The case was that of Homer E. Gur- 
ley, of Union county, who, by deed 
granted a piece of land in that county 
to his granddaughter, America Gur- 
ley. A condition of the grant was 
that the granddaughter should live 
with the old man a@hd take care of him 
for the term of his natural life. At 
the time the .young girl was perfectly 
willing. She had gone to live with 
her grandfather when about 14 or lt 
years of age. This was in 1893. Three 
years later, or in 1896, he made out a 
deed conveying to her the land in 
question. 

In 1900, however, she decided tc 
marry Williams, and left her grand- 
father’s home to live with her hus- 
band. The grandfather then moved to 
the house of his daughter, Rachel 
Jones, and conveyed to her the land 
he had formerly conveyed to America 
Gurley. When the old man died the 
latter sought to recover the property. 
The answer was that the plaintiff had 
failed to support her grandfather as 
agreed between them and had for- 
feited her right and title in the prop- 
erty. The lowgr’ court gave her a 
verdict awardi her the premises and 
mesne profit 

The supre court in the opinion 
handed down Wednesday reverses the 
lower court. It held that the support 
for the grandfather was a condition 
subsequent; that during his life the 
grandfather would have an action ,.in 
equity to rescind the contract if the 
granddaughter failed to observe its 
terms. The decision also discussed 
the effect of the granddaughter’s in- 
solvency. The court said: 

“The. law. inclines to consider condi- 
tions subsequent so as to render their 
breach remedial in damages rather 
than by forfeiture, but where the plain 
words of the grant declare that the 
breach of the condition shall defeat 
the estate granted, there is no rovm 
for construction. No form of techni- 
words are’ required to create a 
and the ocon- 

be founded 
upon the intention of the parties as 
disclosed in the conveyance.” 

So under this ruling Mrs. Williams 
will lose the property.

Salty Card on the Port 
Rate Decision. 


Shippers Declare That the 
Usefulness of the Commis- 
sion Is at an End, and Hon- 


esty Requires That It Should | 


Be Abolished. da 


If there is any reason for the con- 
tinued existence of the Georgia Rail- 
road” Commission, sinee a.majority of 
its members hold to the opinion they 
do, certain large shippers of Atlantz 
fail to find it. — 

In a pointed public statement 
sued yesterday, they seek 
what they term’the “erroneous state- 
ments’ contained in decisions recentls 
handed down by members of the rall- 
road commission. They attempt to 
draw the deadly parallel on Chairman 
McLendon, quoting in immediate 
juxtaposition selections from his re- 
cent opiniens, and quotations from a 
speech delivered by him in January, 
1907, .before the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau. 

The card ends with the pious ejac- 
ufation of Job, “Would that mine ene- 
mies would write a book.” . 

These shippers express very decided 
views in daisapproval of the position 
of the railroad commission in the ap- 
plication. for reduced rates on special 
iron and coffee, known as the “port 
rate” cases. They express regret that 
there is no judicial tribunal to review 
the acts of the commission. Some of 
that body's reasoning is characterized 
as “dangerous and unsound.” 

They insist that what they asked 
was simply a reasonable regulation of 
an intra-state rate. Their card cn- 
tains this scorching paragraph: 

“If the Georgia Railroad Commis- 
sion really has no power to regulate 
purely local rates between Georgia 
cities, its usefulness is at an end, the 
public has been deceived and honesty 
would require that the commission be 


abolished.” 

The card grows’ sarcastic 
cussing Chairman McLendon's 
ment that~- “no proof whatever was 
offered of the unreasonableness of ihe 
rates on either special iron or cof- 
fee from Savannah to Atlanta.” Pe- 
titioners declare that some 237 pages 
cf oral testimony on this point was 
adduced, and that if it was not con- 
vincing “it would be interesting to 
know what would be considered con- 


vincing proof.” 

Complain of Erroneous Statements, 

The card is signed by the Beck & 
Grege Hardware Company, Lucius 
Davidson Hardware Company, Ander- 
son Hardware Company, McCord- 
Stewart & Company, and others. 

The card to the public among other 


things recites: 

“The published opfnions of some of 
the Georgia railroad commissioners in 
what is known as the port rate case 
contain statements that are so erro- 
neous that we find ourselves con- 
strained to make sOme reply. If, under 
the law, we could appeal to the courts 
for a review of this decision, we should 
adopt that course and vindicate our po- 
sition. We are advised by our counsel 
that no appeal lies from the action of 
the commission, and that we have no 
recourse for the judicial correction of 
the errors that may have been commit- 
ted. If we felt that our position had 
been fairly stated in the opinions re- 
ferred to we should have abided this 
decision without comment. The opin- 
ion of the chairman imputes to us 
unworthy motives, and, at least by in- 
Ssinuations. questions our pord faith 
We have no redress for this grievance 
other than to submit a few facts to 
the public.” 

The argument is bitterly assailed 
that the prosperity of ehippers is proof 
of the justice and reasonableness of 
rates. This argument is said to he 
“unreasonable and unsound.” Refer- 
ence is made to the Tift case in which 
that theory was con@emned by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
the courts. 

The shippers insist that the correct 
measure of the reasonableness of a 
rate is “whether it yields the carrier 
reasonable compensation.” The article 
contin 2%; 

Pro rous Merchant Excluded. 
_“According to the majority of the 
Georgia railroad commission, a dealer 
Who is prosperous in his business has 
no right to complain of freight rates: 
this privilege must be granted only to 
the-unfortunate, or the unthrifty. Mr. 
Commissioner Hill further says that to 
reduce rates for the benefit of admit- 
tedly prosperous shippers would be an 
injustice to the railway companies 
which are not prosperous, and would 
be “robbing Peter to pay Paul.” The 
commissioner forgets that shippers and 
he p blic ars entitled to jist an 
reasonable rates as a matter ¢éf right. 
and not of convenience; and that the 
supreme court of the United States 
has several times held that a carrier 
may not exact unreasonable rates, even 
to pay operating expenses and fixed 
charges. 

“The idea that the Central of Geor- 
gia must be allowed to earn dividends 
on its $60,000,000 of capitalization, be- 
cause the complaining shipper is pros- 
perous, entirely subordinates the right 
of the public, including prosperous 
shippers, “to demand that no more be 
exacted from it for the use of a public 
ng than et services rendered oy 

arc reasonably worth.” S&S : 
Ames, 169 U. 8S. 547. si oes ah 

“The chairman says.that the. sub- 
stance of the application was a re- 
quest that the railroad commission of 
Georgia should regulate interstate 
rates; and that the vagee {fs entire:- 
without the jurisdiction of the Georgia 
railroad commission.’ What the com- 
plainants asked for was a reduction 
in purely intra-state rates from Savan- 
nah end Brunswick to Atlanta, and 
other interior Georgia cities. 

“If the Georgia railroad commission 
really has no power to regulate purely 
local rates between Georgia cities, its 
usefulnens is at an end, the public has 
been deceived, and honesty would re- 
quire that the commission be abolished. 

“The chairman thought

In 
the Nebraska case the rates were com- 
pared with those of lowa and shown to 
be 40 per cent higher—just as the 
chairman seeKs to show that rates 
from the ports are higher in the Caro- 
linas, Florida and Alabama than in 
Georgia. The supreme court adopting 
the opinion of the circuit court, said: 
“‘*Comparisons, therefore, between 
the rates of two states are of little 
value, unless all of the elements that 
enter into the problem are presented. 
‘ Hence, a mere difference be- 
tween the rates in two states is of 
comparatively little significance.’ ” 


Demy Charge. of Selfishness, 
The Atlanta shippers strenuously 
deny the charge that they were selfish: 


ing Chairman McLendon’s remarks on 
this point, the petitioners say: 

“We will not pause to criticise the 
lack of judicial temper—not to say 
common courtesy—manifested by this 
unjustifiable attack upon our motives. 
The recorg completely vindicates us, 
and refutes the unwarranted insinua- 
tions of the chairman. In the original 
complaint a reduction in the rates 
from the ports was asked, not for At- 
lanta, but we also asserted that the 
rates should be re@uceg to Macon, Co- 
lumbus, Rome, Athens and other in- 
terior cities. We never asked that At- 
lanta be given a special rate under our 
sister cities, though such claim might 
be well supported.” 

They also quote Mr. Parker's testi- 
mony to the effect that, “We ask noth. 
ing for Atlanta that we do not ask 
for our sister cities.” 

The card grows pointedly sarcastic 
in discussing. the differential in rates 
on car load and less than car load 
shipments, ang says: 

“The argument of the chairman that 
a reasonable car minimum is‘a dis- 
crimination against the smaller ship- 
per is equally applicable t&é show that 
any car load rate ig unjust and dis- 
eriminatory. There are many reasons 
why a car load rate should be lower 
than-a less than’ car load rate, a 
the chairman knows full well if he 
has any intellikent conception of the 
economics of transportation. On the 
question of car minimum. the chairman 
knew, or shoulq have known, that the 
minimum under the present rate from 
Savannah to Atlanta !{s now 30,000 
ste apy and not 24,000 as stated by 

m.”’ 


Rates Are Excessai ve. 


“The evidence inthe case demonstrat- 
ed beyond question that the present 
rate on special iron was excessive as 
compared to the average of all traffic 
of the Central of Georgia railway,.this 
average including high-class commod- 
ities and short, local and expensive 
hauls. The rate per ton mile on tron 
is 43 per cent higher thmn that: on 
the average of all traffic. The earn- 
ings per ton on special iron are $4.60, 
while that on the average of all .traffic 
is $1.61. The'average earnings per car 
of all traffic of the Central is. $22.96, 
while that deriveq from special iron 
on the haul from Savannah to Atlanta 
under the 23-cent rate, on a 40,000- 
pound loading is $92.00, or more than 
four times as much.

Chairman McLendon’s Speech, 

The following extracts from the 
speech of Chairman McLendon in a 
speech before the Atlanta Freight Bu- 
reau on January 8, 1907, were dwelt 
upon by the shippers in their card, The 
shippers said: 


“We trust we may be pardoned for 
again quoting from the address de- 
livered by the chairman January §8, 
1907, before the Atlanta Freight Bu- 
reau: 

Georgia at the Summit. 

“I am not now formulating a “com- 
plaint. I am not offering an explana- 
tion. I am not suggesting a remedy. 
I am only calling public attention to 
the apparent fact that Georgia is on 
the summit level of rates. If Geor- 
gians alone are paying’ these high 
rates per ton mile, they are being dis- 
criminated against. If other states 
pay the same, then the general rate 
level is far.too high, and it is time 
the situation received exhaustive and 
impartial consideration at the hands 
of all concerned. Ig it any wonder 
that the people of this state paid last 
year over $37,000,000 for transporta- 
tion? Is it any wonder that the 
temptation to over-capatalize is al- 
most irresistible? 

“The contractual right of the state 
over its own creatures, its concurrent 
power over the instrumentalities of 
interstate commerce, and its reserved 


rights of repeal and amendment are 
all nrines of wealth not yet exhaust- 
ed or abandoned. Nay, not even 
have their boundaries yet been fully 
Staked off by the judicial chain and 
compass. If they should all fail her 
the power of the state itself as a 
great corporation _would still remain, 
and a business corporation worth a 
billion dollars and possessing inde- 
structible power to tax, even though 
it may claim none of the other at- 
tributes of sovereignty, is a mighty 
engine in the hands of hrave men.” - 

The chairman then declared: 

“The Philistines robbed Samson of 
his sight: they did not rob him of his 
strength.”

Union Pacific Was an Excep- 


tion, Which Made a New 
Record Price. 
New York, June 28.—The intense

The gen- 
eral-firmness of the market’s tone was 
influenced by sympathy with the 
notable strength in these special 
stocks, but more distinctly by the 
technical factors in the tape tee 
cipal of these was the building up 0° 
a chert interest which proved to pos- 
seas little determination in maintain- 
ing their position with signs of resist- 
ance to the downward course of pricé®.

The 
conclusion of the London stock mar- 
ket settlement with no casualties, as 
a result of the heavy declines. since 
the preceding settlement, removed a 
cause of apprehension ahd brought 
in some important buying of stocks 
here from that source. The copper in- 
dustrials were affected by large cover- 
ing of shorts in London, which in- 
duced a sharp upward reaction from 
the severe depression from which they 
have suffered in that market. Some 
sympathetic effect was produced on 
copper industrials in New York, al- 
though they were laggard in compari- 
son with the general upward tendency.

The company has no ex- 
plicit right reserved to retire the pre- 
ferred stock at a fixed price, as was 
the case with Southern Pacific pre- 
ferred, ang it was presumed, therefore, 
that a plan must be attrac:ive ‘o pre- 
ferred stockholders to induce their ac- 
ceptance. The day’s rumors had to do 
with a supposed offer of one share of 
Union Pacific common stock for two 
shares of the preferred or an exchange 
of a convertible bond for the preferred 
stock with rights of conversion into 
common stock, presumably at a price 
above the current quotation.
